Judge Sparks He Wanted 


to be a Carpenter. 


MOTHER BECAME 
INSANE 


Shortly Alter the Birth ol Her 


Boy and Died Soon 


Afterwards. 


Daily Goodwin, 
the 
incorrigible 
youth, who has been confined in the 
county 
jail for several weeks, was 
brought ap before Judge Sparks, yes­ 
terday evening in the court room for 
a hearing. 
The lad sat there in a 
chair, tossing 
his buckeye hat, ap­ 
parently unconscious as to bis future. 
City Marshal Price was called on 
the witness stand and told of hie ex­ 
perience with the boy. how that he 
Ii ad placed him in jail after Daily had 
been brought to this city by a farmer 
with whom 
he was staying. 
The 
farmer saying 
that Daily’s motions 
caused him to fear that he would 
burn his barn. 
The city marshal was 
the only witness called, and after the 
conrtfhad heard [the evidence, he read 
to the boy a report mad* by A. L 
Gary, who was appointed special pro­ 
bation offloer to find oat the circum­ 
stances and conditions which had sur­ 
rounded the boy’s life in the past. 
The report showed that the boy was 
twelve years of age, that two weeks 
after his birth his mother lucerne in­ 
sane and died five weeks later *in an 
insane hospital. 
The report further 
showed that Daily had not been cared 
for as a boy should be cared fo r, that 
since the father's second marriage the 
home had been made unpleasant and 
the boy would frequently run away 
from home and, would go to live with 
some one, bnt would only stay 
a 
short time until bs would run away 
from the place he was staying. 
After the judge had read the entire 
report to the Goodwin boy. he was 
asked if the conditions ..were true as 
had .been reported, and the 
youth 
answered in the affirmative. 
“ Now, D aily.” said the judge in a 
fatherly tone, as if he had been talk­ 
ing to his own child, “ you want to 
learn the carpenter’s trade, I under­ 
stand, and you can't learn it running 
about as you have been doing 
No 
one seems to oars for yon, as you have 
been compelled to sleep out of nights 
and go 
hungry, and 
furthermore, 
you have the earmarks of a bad boy if 
you are allowed 
to continue your 
present way of living, so Daily, the 
court is going to send you to the 
Plaineld school, where you can learn 
to be a carpenter “or any other us* fal 
trade which you desire, and you can 
coms out of that school and be a man. ” 
Even after the judge’s fatherly talk, 
the lad seemed to be unmoved and he 
still played with the broken straws in 
lls old hat as unconcerned as if no 
one had been talking to him. 
The 
Goodwin lad was 
taken to 
Piaifieid this morning by Sheriff King 
to be placed in the school there until 
he is twenty one years of age. unless 
he is sooner discharged because of good 
conduct.

2 and 3, and on the following night 
will be one of the principal speakers 
at the dedication of the new’ Marion 
club building here.

Virginia at Elkins, where he will be

He will go from

dis, has been released from custody 
on the order of Coroner H arris. 
A fter going over all the evidence 
and exam ining the w itnesses the cor­ 
oner reached a verdict of “excusable 
hom icide.” 
The word “excusable,” 
used in place of Justifiable, gives a 
lighter shade to the crim e which Rob­ 
inson was supposed to be about to 
com m it when he met his tragic end. 
Thom as Jaddis, his wife, nephew’ and 
sister-in-law, will m ake Bloomington 
their home for the present, as the 
seventeen-y ear-old wife is too serious­ 
ly 111 to be moved, and the family has 
no money with which to leave this 
section. 
Jaddis and his nephew have obtain­ 
ed work in a coal y ard. 
He Insists 
that he is not afraid to go back to 
Indian Creek tow nship to live. 
So far 
the coroner has been unable to learn 
the nam es of the men who composed 
the w hltecap gang that made the fatal 
visit. 
The two hats have not been identi­ 
fied by any one in the neighborhood. 
However, the officers say they have 
a very good idea as to who they be­ 
long to. Deputy Prosecutor Louden Is 
going to Indian Creek township, and 
he is expected to summon as m any 
as 100 w itnesses to appear before the 
grand jury w’hich will convene and in­ 
vestigate the case the second week in 
October. 
The body of the dead white- 
capper was taken to Heltonville and 
buried there. 
It was accom panied by 
m any of the people of Victor, the little 
town in which Robinson lived.
